The lily is normally associated with Easter and spring, but this year Planoites 
can welcome the season with tulips. The Floyd E. Warterfields of 2512 Briarwood 
Dr. have about 500 Smiling Queen tulips which have bloomed in their front yard. 
The unusual display has been grown from bulbs imported from Holland. More 
than 2,000 such bulbs were planted in the back yard, but the flowers have already 
faded in the warm temperatures. Further north, the tulips would be expected to 
bloom each year, but in North Texas new bulbs must be planted each season. The 
Warterfields also have pansies, azaleas, narcissus and Dutch Iris in bloom.

City, School 
Voting Slow 
For Runoff 


Two days remain to vote absentee in 
the April 16 runoff elections for city 
and school posts. 
Only nine voters cast absentee 
ballots in the school race last week, 
while 15 city residents voted. School 
balloting was closed, however, on 
Good Friday. 
Voters may still cast their ballots on 
Monday and Tuesday between 8 a.m. 
and 5 p.m. at city hall and the ad­ 
ministration building. 
Any qualified voter who expects to 
be out of the county on election day, 
who is over 65 or who cannot appear at 
the polls because of sickness, physical 
disability or religious belief can cast 
an absentee ballot. 
Jack Harvard and Cecil Grattafiori 
Jr. are running for Place 5 in the city 
election. Tom Hughston and Clyde M.

Finance Bill Discussed 


Debate is scheduled to begin 
Tuesday in the Texas House of 
Representatives on a school finance 
bill that could benefit Plano and most 
other school districts in the state. 
The $693.9 million proposal provides 
both the increased state funding that 
educators desire and the property tax 
relief that Gov. Dolph Briscoe says 
must be included in new school 
finance legislation, according to 
Plano ISD public information director 
Jerry Smith. 
“According to information from the 
Texas Education Agency, Plano 
would receive some $948,000 in new 
state funds, exclusive of salaries, if 
CSHB 750 is adopted,” explained 
Smith, who has spent considerable 
time in Austin working with the House 
Public Education Committee. 
The new money would come from 
increased state funding for main­ 
tenance 
and 
operation, 
tran­ 
sportation, driver’s education and 
equalization aid to district’s such as 
Plano which have below state average 
wealth. 
Smith pointed out that while Plano 
is slated to receive additional state 
funds, the district will also have to pay 
an increased portion of the cost of the 
basic school program. 
“Plano is one of only approximately 
IOO districts in the state that will have 
its Local Fund Assignment (LFA) 
raised,” the information director 
explained. “This increase results 
from the fact that our LFA has been 
relatively low in the past.” 
Plano will be required to raise an 
additional $28,100 in taxes for its local 
fund assignment. That increase, 
however, is significantly less than the 
$1.1 million increase that will be 
required if new school finance 
legislation is not passed. 
“If the bill now under consideration 
passes, Plano citizens will still face an 
increased tax bill, but it will be a lot 
less than they will have to pay if the 
legislature doesn’t act,” Smith em­ 
phasized. 
Plano’s legislative basion predicted 
that attempts will be made Tuesday to 
include a salary package in the school 
finance bill. The issues of program 
finance and salaries were considered 
separately by the House Public 
Education Committee, but a salary 
plan was adopted by the committee 
April 6. 


The $263 million salary proposal is 
developed around an index system 
that uses a bachelor-degreed teacher 
beginning the fourth year as the base. 
Such a concept delivers the largest 
increase to the most experienced 
teachers. 
“If the local supplement of one-half 
month’s salary plus $550 is retained, 
Plano’s salary scale in 1978-79 will 
range from $9,038 to $14,467 for a 
bachelor’s degree and from $9,630 to 
$15,651 for a master’s,” Smith said. 
“The current ranges are $8,950 to 


$12,919 for bachelor’s and $9,580 to 
$13,969 for master’s.” 
Smith noted that both the finance 
and salary proposals will face 
challenges during the floor debate in 
the House and that both measures still 
must have Senate approval before 
being enacted. 
“Both the finance bill and salary 
plan are the results of considerable 
discussion and compromise already 
since at least six major plans for each 
were originally 
introduced 
by 
legislators,” Smith observed.

“There are some things about both 
measures we would like to see 
changed,” he added, “but, overall, we 
feel that these bills benefit Plano and 
the majority of Texas school districts. 
That is why the School Board adopted 
a resolution April 4 urging House 
passage of the bill.” 
Copies of the resolution have been 
sent to House members and Smith 
urged interested citizens to also 
contact Rep. Bob Hendricks and other 
legislators concerning the bills.

March Fire Report 
Lists Minor Blazes 


Only nine buildings were hit by fire 
in March, according to Fire Marshal 
Bill Th reef. 
Seven homes, one apartment and 
one miscellaneous structure were 
involved in fires, he said. Sixteen 
grass nine trash and seven auto fires 
were also reported.

Hostage-Taking Viewed 


Bystanders Prove Useful

WASHINGTON (UPI) - FBI statistics 
released the other day show that some 
types of crime decreased last year and 
certain others failed to make any head­ 
way. 
It is obvious, however, that one offshoot 
of the crime wave remains on the upswing. 
This notable exception is the taking of 
hostages. 
Hostage-taking is, of course, as old as 
violence itself. 
Were the Visigoths having a dust-up with 
the Ostrogoths? You could be certain the 
Visigoths would seize a few Ostrogothian 
maidens, and vice versa, for negotiation 
purposes. 
Seizure of neutral hostages is a fairly 
recent innovation. But once it caught on, it 
spread like wildfire. 
The innocent bystanders of the world 
have always been poor insurance risks. 
They are forever getting caught in the 
crossfire of gangland wars, cops-and- 
robbers 
shootouts, 
saloon 
fights, 
waterfront brawls, picket line skirmishes, 
political rally free-for-alls and PTA 
meeting melees. 
Only now, however, are the perils of 
innocent bystanding coming into full 
flower. 


Surely the most ominous recent 
development was the taking of hostages by 
someone distraught over tax problems. 
On numerous occasions, hostages have 
been seized during bank holdups. Well, 
then, imagine hostages being seized 
during embezzlements. 
An assistant teller who has been 
diverting bank funds to personal uses 
forces an innocent bystander in the lobby 
to act as his shield while he juggles the 
books to make it appear the ripoff was a 
loan default. 
Other possibilities include: 
— A South Korean lobbyist on his way to 
Capitol Hill to make a secret contribution 
holds three tourists as hostages lest word 
of the payoff be leaked to Jack Anderson. 
— A congressional candidate who has 
been distributing scurrilous literature 
about his opponent seizes three spectators 
at an outdoor rally against the chance he is 
cited for mudslinging by the Fair Cam­ 
paign Practices Committee. 
— A senator who exceeds the proposed 
new $8,625 limit on outside earned income 
locks three hostages in his private 
washroom to use in negotiations with the 
Senate Ethics Committee. 
In short, it appears that innocent 
bystanders are in for a long, hard summer.

AUSTIN — In a surprise 
move, the State Board of 
Insurance ordered a 2.8 per 
cent statewide reduction in 
property coverage rates 
starting July I. 
New rates will cut pre­ 
miums across the state 
about $18.9 million, accord­ 
ing to board estimates. 
Insurance companies re­ 
quested a $44.5 million rate 
increase. 
But Board Chairman Joe 
Christie said evidence indi­ 
cated no increase was jus­ 
tified and a cut was in 
order. 
Most of the reduction, 
however, would go to com­ 
mercial 
building 
and 
apartment owners carrying 
fire and extended coverage 
rather than homeowners 
policies. 
About 80 per cent of 
homeowners policies actu­ 
ally are sold at premiums 
lower than specified by the 
board due to rate deviations 
permitted under 1973 law. 
Homeowners policy rates 
will go up two per cent on a 
statewide average, com­ 
pared with eight per cent 
sought by the insurance 
companies and 6.6 per cent 
intially recommended by 
the state agency’s own 
statisticians. 
The rates vary by ter­ 
ritories based on loss ex­ 
perience. 
Fire insurance rates will 
go down on an average of 
5.7 per cent — 3.4 per cent 
on homes, 6.3 per cent on 
businesses and 17.5 per 
cent on farm buildings. 
Extended coverage will 
be 11.1 per cent cheaper 
statewide — 16.8 per cent 
less on the seacost, seven 
per cent less in central in­ 
land territory and 9.5 per 
cent cheaper in the north- 
northwest. 


Homeowners rates will 
increase 1.3 per cent in the 
seacost and 4.2 per cent 
central inland and will de­ 
cline 2.4 per cent in the 
north-northwest.

Dense fog enshrouded the scene Congestion on the taxi 
strip, said to be too narrow for the 747s anyway, pushed them 
off on to the main runway for their takeoff approach. And the 
pilot of the Dutch KLM airliner, who was killed in the crash, 
apparently mistakenly believed he had final clearance for 
takeoff when in fact he had not. 
And of course a key piece in the tragic puzzle — a terrorist 
group’s bomb explosion at the island's main airport, 
diverting the two airliners to the smaller, more dangerous 
airstrip 
The terrorists, a group seeking Canary Islands’ in­ 
dependence from Spain, readily claimed responsibly for 
the bomb blast, birt denied any complicity in the planes’ 
collision. As if they expect the world to believe their actions 
had no effect on subsequent events! 
Their leader also said they would temporarily suspend 
operations, but warned tourists not to visit the Canaries, 
“because we are at war with Spain.” Such a considerate and 
totally unnecessary acknowledgement of the results of 
terroristic means to an end — the deaths of nearly 600 per 
sons.

Childhood diseases that used to be both commonplace and 
often permanently injurious or even fatal can now be 
deterred by simple and virtually riskfree immunization. But 
therapy to prevent these illnesses is being widely ignored, as 
the current epidemic of measles in Los Angeles county and 
the threat of outbreaks elsewhere shows. Official neglect and 
parental ignorance together are jeopardizing the health of 
hundreds of thousands of youngsters in the state. 
State and county health officials as well as school 
authorities have been lax in enforcing a 10-year-old law 
requiring proof of measles immunization for children en­ 
tering school for the first time. Projections by the Times 
indicate that more than one fifth of all kindergarten through 


eighth-grade students in California lack measles immuniza­ 
tion, while an even larger number may not have been given 
protection against polio, whooping cough, diphtheria and 
tetanus. This negligence in the health care of the young is 
both unacceptable and avoidable.

Attorneys have been known to make some outlandish 
statements on behalf of their clients, but the remark made 
by the counsel for Hamaas Abdul Khaalis in District of 
Columbia Court has to be one of the alltime classics.

Also last week a story surfaced about a Dallas night club 
stripper, who after getting religion, agreed to testify she had 
been introduced to Oswald by Jack Ruby, the man who later 
killed Oswald. Again, the Warren Commission concluded 
Ruby and Oswald never knew each other before the 
assassination.

acquaintance with Oswald. 
Then there’s the apparent suicide of George de Mohren- 
schildt, a friend of Oswald, and a man given to off-and-on 
tales about his involvement in a Cuban plot to kill Kennedy. 
None of this is conclusive proof that the Warren Commis­ 
sion failed to learn or import all the facts in the Kennedy 
assassination. These bits and pieces may lead nowhere. But 
if they are not explored this killing will continue to haunt us. 
The same can be said for the Martin Luther King Jr. 
assassination. Recently, a number of “new leads” have 
cropped up to show need for continuing investigation into the 
killing. 
Unfortunately, the general public, the paying public, 
cannot separate what is genuine, new information from what 
is public relations type, designed by the assassination 
committee to keep itself alive and well. Nevertheless, that 
committee has been voted two more years to investigate 
both the King and Kennedy killings. That, in light of all 
doubts and fears surrounding these murders, seemed 
proper. Two more years. Surely, that is time enough.

Choose tender young beans with firm , crisp 
pods. Green and yellow wax varieties available 
year 'round. 
BROCCOLI 
Stems should not be too thick or tough. Bud 
clusters should be dark green and firm. Least 
abundant in July-August. 


BRUSSELS SPROUTS 
Choose sprouts that are firm and bright green 
with tight outer leaves. Peak October through 
December. 


CABBAGE 
Heads should be firm and heavy with fresh-crisp 
outer leaves. Red and green varieties available 
all year. 


CARROTS 
Freshly han'ested, tender young carrots are in 
markets all year. For salads, etc. Should be 
smooth, well-formed, uniform in color. Larger, 
more mature carrots are fine fo r cooking. 


CAULIFLOWER 
Heads should have tight, clean clusters o f white 
flo w e re rs. Generally sold with leaves removed. 
Best supply September through April.

Collins Reports On Testimony 


Congressman Jim Collins 
reports that according to 
expert testimony before the 
House Energy and Power 
Subcom m ittee, only one- 
third of the United States' 
“ Lower 48” state reserves of 
natural gas remain to be 
discovered. 
“ The 
peak 
has 
been 
passed for continental U.S. 
gas reserves, not counting 
A laska,’’ Collins stated. 
“The ‘frontier’ areas are 
Alaska and the Pacific and 
Atlantic offshore areas.” 
Reviewing the world-side 
distribution of oil and gas. 
Collins 
noted 
that 
the 
current estim ate of the 
world’s total endowment of 
crude oil is about two trillion 
barrels, of which slightly 
more than half has already 
been discovered. 
"The great concentrations 
of these reserves occur in so­ 
called ‘giant fields’,” Collins 
said “ A giant field is defined 


as containing 500 million 
b arrels 
of 
m ore 
of 
recoverable oil. 
“ Most of these are to be 
found in the Middle East, 
although 
the 
largest 
un­ 
discovered 
potential 
is 
probably in the U S.S R. and 
China,” he continued. “ As 
for 
natural 
gas, 
the 
estimated world endowment 
is some 8,200 trillion cubic 
feet, of which 3,100 trillion 
have been discovered so far. 
It appears the g reatest 
reserves of gas are located 
in Siberia,” he added. 
“The U.S. has used up a 
large percentage of its en­ 
dowment in both oil and 
gas.” Collins went on to say. 
“According to one study, as 
of the end of 1973 we had 
produced 103 billion barrels 
of oil out of an estim ated 
endowmo"* 
b arrels. 
For 
the 
sam e 
period, we had produced 461 
trillion cubic feet of natural 


gas, with an estim ated total 
endowment of 1206 trillion 
cubic feet. 
“The key to energy is 
reco v erab ility ,’’ 
Collins 
explained. “ The Middle East 
has only one percent of the 
w orld's energy, yet this 
source is located in the 
world’s largest oil fields, and 
is extremely accessible in 
term s of technology and 
financing.” 


Collins also pointed out 
that historically, the natural 
gas industry has depended 
on 
production 
from 
a 
relatively few large fields. 


“ Of 
over 
6,000 
gas- 
producing fields in this 
country,” he said, “it is 
approximately IOO or less 
and two percent, that con­ 
tain over 50 percent of our 
reserves and account for a 
large proportion of our 
production,” he asserted. “ It 
is widely agreed that most of 


our large fields have been 
discovered and much gas 
still exists at a great depth in 
those fields. However, deep 
wells accounted for less than 
one percent of total drilling 
in 1975,” he revealed. 
Collins said the reason for 
this decline in deep drilling 
was the costs. 


“ The average cost of 
drilling per well increased 
by about 40 percent from 
1974 to 1975,” he said. “The 
average depth of a well 
increased by only 2.2 percent 
in that period. 


“We need to exploit our 
deep gas,” Collins urged. 
“But tremendous costs are 
involved in this kind of 
drilling. 
Allowing natural 
gas and oil to find their 
natural 
market 
price 
through deregulation is the 
way to make deep drilling 
attrative to our oil and gas 
producers,” he concluded.

Construction increased 15 
percent in Texas last year, 
boosting new contracts from 
a little over $6.4 billion in 
1675 to nearly $7.4 billion in 
1976. 
Most of the increase came 
from a one-third advance in 
the value of housing starts. 
From slightly more than $2.3 
billion in 1975, the boom in 
Texas housing pushed starts 
to nearly $3.1 billion in 1976. 
Other than housing starts, 
which increased four times 
faster in Texas than in the 
nation as a whole, there was 
little overall change in 
construction last year. 
Hie state saw the awar­ 
ding of $2.5 billion in con­ 
tracts for buildings other 
than houses. That was $112 
million less than in 1975. 
But it also saw 
the 
awarding of $1.8 billion in 
contracts for heavy con­ 
struction, which means work 
on structures other than 
buildings. And that was $167 
million more than in 1975. 
The net effect was $4.3 
billion in nonresidential 
construction, compared with 
$4.1 billion the year before. 
This 
comparison 
of 
nonresidential construction 
was taken from data com­ 
piled by McGraw-Hill. 
Every year, McGraw-Hill 
also compiles data for a 
construction forecast based 
on 
announcements 
of 
projects to be started over 
the next three years. 
Both series put Texas near 
the top of the ten fastest 
building states.

That was nearly 15 percent 
more than in any other state 
Texas trailed California in 


construction of stores and 
shopping centers But at $79 
million, contracts were up 88 
percent over 1975. 
Construction of hospitals 
and 
medical 
buildings 
totaled $216 million. Up 76 
percent 
from 
the 
year 
before, that was more than 
any other state except New 
York and Ohio. 
Construction of govern­ 
ment buildings was down 14 
percent in Texas last year. 
But new projects still totaled 
$56 million. Only five states 


had more. 
Contracts 
for 
heavy 
construction included $23 
million for dams. $53 million 
for waterways, and $232 
million for sewers and 
treatment plants 
Pinched 
for 
highway 
funds, the state cut back IO 
percent on its contracts for 
roads. But at $357 million, 
highway construction still 
totaled more than in any 
other state except Illinois. 
With work at Dallas-Fort 
Worth Regional 
Airport 


about finished, contracts for 
airport construction were off 
sharply in Texas last year. 
But there was still enough 
being done at Texas airports 
to call for $32 million in new 
contracts.In only two states 
was more work started on 
runways. 
Plans announced last year 
point to even more marked 
changes in the outlook for 
construction in Texas. 
The biggest change in 
McGraw-Hill’s outlook for 
Texas construction is. again, 


in m anufacturing plants. 
Plans were announced last 
year for nearly $2.4 billion in 
new plants to be built in 
Texas This was three times 
more than was announced in 
1975, and over four times 
more than was announced 
for manufacturing in any 
other state.

Shortage Foreseen

T rucking 
regulations 
and 
taxes 
denounced as “asinine” and 
“ridiculous” and amounting 
to “ ripoffs” a re driving 
some independents out of 
business 
and 
building 
toward another truck strike 
if the Carter Administration 
does not act. 
Such is the strong feeling 
found in interviews with 
truckers, shippers, a broker 
and an Arkansas man who 
business and auctioned off 
year rather than continue 
putting up with what he 
called the 
“ h a ssle ” 
of 
government red tape, perits, 
fuel taxes and a lack of 
cooperation and uniformity 
among the states. 
A survey revealed truck 
shortages already are ap­ 
pearing in the garden spots 
of California, Florida and 
South Texas during peak 
harvest times. 
Federal 
and 
state 
regulations — during a time 
of high fuel costs and con­ 
cern over energy resources 
— cause trucks running 
empty on backhauls to meet 
each other going in opposite 
directions because they are 
not allowed to alternately 
carry agriculture products 
and hard goods. 
“ The 
regulations 
are 
ridiculous,” said C harles 
Rivera, executive director of 
the 
Texas 
F ru it 
and 


V egetable 
Growers 
and 
S h ip p e rs 
A sso ciatio n . 
“ T hey’re archaic. 
They 
haven’t changed in 30 years. 
They (governments) want to 
keep the status quo. All of a 
sudden you get people going 
out of business.” 
Rivera said one of the 
biggest problems is federal 
regulations which forbid 
haulers of produce, who are 
exem pt from established 
rates, to carry any hard 
goods on a backhaul, and 
haulers of hard goods who 
attem pt to carry produce on 
their return trips risk fines 
for carrying “hot cargo.” 
“You’re not going to find 
too 
m any 
ag ricu ltu ral 
com m odities from , 
say, 
Boston coming to Texas,” 
Rivera said, “So what’s the 
trucker going to do? He’s 
going to have to lease out his 
equipment to a hard freight 
guy for what he can get, and 
usually 
th a t’s 
gasoline 
money.” 
“1116 answer is to change 
the law and give the produce 
trucker the full rate. In the 
overall, it’s the way to get 
better utilization of available 
equipment. Until such time 
some of these guys recognize 
that, we’re going to be in 
trouble.” 
D.H. M cJunkin, 58, of 
Springdale, Ark , this year 
gave 
up 
the 
trucking 
business and auctioned off 
his 50 trucks which used to 
tran sp o rt 
South 
Texas 


agricu ltu ral products to 
northern cities. He said he 
had high blood pressure, 
“ but it’s back to normal now. 
“ I’d been at it for 25 years 
and every year it got to be a 
little worse. Every time you 
started across the country 
some thug that was supposed 
to be a highway patrol or city 
cop or weigh station man 
were on your butt all the 
time. 


“And there were permits 
you had to have and your 
fuel taxes. Arizona stuck me 
for about $6,000 or $7,000 
after 
I 
got 
out 
of

business, even. It just ain’t 
worth it.” 
McJunkin estim ated half 
of the independent truckers 
in Springdale have gone out 
of business and said last 
week one local man with 
eight trucks took them to 
Denver and auctioned them 
off. 


M cJunkin d escribed a 
situation which he said 
exemplified the stupidity of 
the many regulations. 
Two years ago, in response 
to the truck strike against 
high fuel costs brought on by 
the

em bargo, 
Congress raised the load 
limit on federal highways to 
80,000 
pounds 
to 
give 
truckers more revenue to 
offset increased costs. But 
Congress allowed states to 
keep their limits lower if 
they did not wish to conform. 
For Diabetes Test 
Space Spinoff Seen 


HOUSTON (UPI) — The 
latest spinoff of research for 
manned space flight is a 
faster, more reliable test for 
diabetes, according 
to a 
U niversity 
of 
Houston 
researcher. 
“ You can get about 90 per 
cent certainty of diagnosis,” 
said Dr. Albert Ziatkis, who 
teamed with Dr. Harmut 
Liebich of West Germany to 
develop the urine profile test 
for the space agency-.. 
By 
co n trast, 
the 
old 
glucose 
tolerance 
test 
measuring the rate at which 
the body absorbs sugar is 
about 30 per cent reliable, 
said Ziatkis, a chemist. 
“What we’ve developed is 
a 
technique 
for 
con­ 
centrating 
very 
sm all 
quantities 
of 
organic 
chem icals 
in 
biological 
fluids, in this case par­ 
ticularly u rin e ,” Ziatkis 
said. 
“ We’ve 
been 
able 
to 
concentrate these things 
using a new adsorbent called 
Tenax,” he said. Unlike an 
absorbent, 
which 
takes 
things in, an adsorbent holds 
and helps separate trace 
chemicals. 
Once concentrated, trace 
chemicals are analyzed and 
identified 
using 
a 
gas 
chromatograph and mass 
spectrometer, Ziatkis said. 
“Certain chemicals show 
up — like a fingerprint — in 
much larger quanities in 
diabetics than in normals. 
You can relate this even to 
different types of diabetes ... 
juvenile, m ature, onset and 
latent diabetes. 
“ If you have that informa­ 
tion, the profile of these 
chemicals, and we’re talking 
about a half-dozen, and you 
also have information on 
blood sugar, blood insulin 
and urine sugar, you can get 
about 90 per cent certainty.” 
Ziatkis believes the ef­ 
fectiveness of the new test, 
which he and Liebich are 
seeking to patent, represents 
a 
prom ising 
m edical 
development. 
“For the people who are 
potential diabetics” — and 
they figure there are about 3 


million in the United States 
— “it’s very important for 
them 
to 
be 
diagnosed 
correctly,” he said. 
The National Commission 
on 
Diabetes said 600,000 
news cases of the disease 
were detected in 1974 and the 
incidence appears to be in­ 
creasing at 6 per cent a year. 
And it said the average 
American bom today has 
better than a one in five 
chance 
of 
developing 
diabetes unless a preventive 
method is discovered. 
TTie new test, which would 
cost about $25 per ap ­ 
plication, would also be 
more convenient. 
“ In the glucose tolerance 
test, what you do is take a 


drink of sugar solution and 
they m easure the glucose in 
your blood at 30 minute 
intervals and see how it is 
dissipated. 
“ You’ve got to spend four 
or five hours at a hospital or 
whatever. Here, you just 
need a 
urine 
sam p le,” 
Ziatkis said. 


“This is all a spinoff of 
NASA work where we were 
looking at spacecraft at­ 
mosphere for long flights 
(using Tenax) and also 
looking at urine samples of 
astronauts.

It is income tax time and 
in addition to the usual 
wrestling with Form 1040, 
some 
Christians 
are 
wrestling with the moral 
problems raised with where 
the money goes that they pay 
in taxes. 
It is a problem as recent as 
the Vietnam War and as old 
as Quaker activist William 
Penn: Can a society devise a 
means of “ selective” ob­ 
jection that allows con­ 
scientious people the refusal 
to participate in matters that 
compromise their m oral, 
conscience-formed 
princ­ 
iples? 
In the question of taxes, 
the problem is that large 
numbers 
of 
people, 
especially those members of 
churches 
such 
as 
the 
Quakers, Church of the 
Brethren and Mennonites, 
object to their taxes going 
to the defense budget. 
The 
Rev. 
Richard 
McSorley, S.J., a professor 
of theology at Georgetown 
University, summed up the 
dilemma 
felt 
by 
these 
Christians during House 
Ways and Means Committee 
hearings a year ago: 


“ If I give a man money 
to buy a gun, and I know he is 
planning to murder you, I 
am in part responsible for 
your murder. Likewise, if I 
give a government money to 
kill in my name, 
I am 
responsible for the killing 
that the government does.” 
To resolve this moral 
dilemma, 
the 
National 
Council for World Peace Tax 
Fund has suggested that 
there be an alternative for 
conscientious objectors who 
still want to pay their taxes. 
As 
the 
title of their 
organization suggests, the 
alternative is a Peace Tax 
Fund, under which people 
would be able to designate 
the portion of their tax that 
would normally go into the 
defense budget instead be 
put into a fund that would 
finance “ peace projects.” 


Legislation calling for the 
fund has been introduced in 
the Senate by Sens. Mark 
Hatfield, R-Ore., and Mike 
Gravel, D-Alaska, and in the 
House by Rep. Ron Dellums, 
D-Calif., 
with 
some 
20 
cosponsors. 
In 
introducing 
the 
legislation, Hatfield said 
that “ for a number of years 
I have wrestled with the 


issue requiring taxes for 
current m ilitary outlay from 
people conscientiously op­ 
posed to war.” 
“ It is now my strong 
conviction that I should 
introduce this legislation to 
permit citizens opposed to 
war on moral or theological 
grounds the opportunity to 
have that portion of their 
income, estate and gift taxes 
norm ally 
spent 
by 
the 
m ilitary directed to peace- 
related activities instead,” 
Hatfield said. 
Hatfield, 
basing 
his 
figures on the membership 
of the traditional peace 
churches 
such

Planoite Is Honored 


Question: I have some Series E bonds that I have been 
purchasing during the year through a payroll account 
deduction. Do I pay income tax on this when I cash the 
bonds? 
Answer: the amount you paid for the bonds is included in 
your W-2 Form as wages and therefore you will pay income 
tax on the purchase price of the bonds in the year the 
withholding takes place. These bonds are issued on a 
discount basis and the value of the bond increases from the 
purchase date to the date of redemption or maturity. 
This increase in value is taxable interest income. If you 
use the cash method of reporting income, you may defer 
reporting the interest income until the year you cash the 
bonds, or the year they mature, whichever is earlier. You 
may also elect to report the increase in redemption value as 
interest each year. 
In either case, you report only the increase in what you 
paid for the bond over what you redeemed the bond for, not 
the total you receive.

But the successful drilling 
of the well marked a turning 
point for agriculture in the 
Panhandle. 


‘‘Irrigation has been an 
outstanding boom to this 
High Plains area, and we 
wanted to remember when 
and how it started and 
recognize the people who 


pioneered this program,” 
said Hale County agent Ollie 
Liner. 
According 
to

scription on the recently 
dedicated 
m arker, 
the 
Plainview Commercial Club, 
led 
by 
president 
J.O. 
Wyckoff, saw the potential 
for irrigation during a visit 
to New Mexico in 1910. 


Liner 
said

irrigation tapped a vast 
underground water reserve 
called the Ogallala aquifer 
farm ers . depended 
on 
for successful crops. The 
completion of other wells 
and the drought of the 1930s 
expanded and gave added 
importance to irrigation, he 
said.

Can’t Find Body 
Dowser Disappointed 


HORNBECK, La. (UPI) - 
Give him an L-shaped brass 
rod and Everett James in­ 
sists nothing can stay lost or 
hidden from him very long. 
James is a dowser. He 
claims he can use divining 
rods to find anything from 
silver ore to a misplaced salt 
shaker in his kitchen. 
This week he tried to find 
the body of a man who 
jumped into the Red River in 
Alexandria, La. But while he 
led detectives to several 
promising sites along the 
river in an hour-long search, 
James failed to find the 
body. 
‘‘You can even locate salt 
in your kitchen, that’s why I 
can’t figure out why we 
didn’t find the body in the 
river,” James said. ‘‘This is 
the only real disappointment 
I’ve had in my dowsing 
career.” 


The retired oilfield welder 
learned the folk a rt of 
dowsing three years ago and 
has a certificate earned in a 
course he took in Little Rock, 
Ark., to prove his skills. 
Divining rods historically 
have been used to search for 
underground water supplies, 
gold and silver, hut James 
said the principle can be 
used to find a n d in g . 
He claims to have located 
fish and deer with his rods. 
He followed up his un­ 
successful assignment with 
the police by searching for 
gravel for a construction 
firm. 
‘‘I want to prove to some of 
these oil people that we have 
oil here and that I can tell 
them were it is,” he said. He 
admitted it would be difficult 


to convince a company to 
drill a well on the forecast of 
a brass rod. 


In looking for the drowning 
victim, James drew a map of 
the Red River on a black­ 
board and held his divining 
rod over the map, con­ 
centrating on the dead man, 
until the rod pointed to a spot 
on the river. 


“ It’s 
strictly 
con­ 
centration, the universal 
mind at work,” James said. 
To “dowse” a map or an 
actual location, James said 
he holds two L-shaped brass 
rods with a radio antenna­ 
like extension loosely in his 
hands, moving the rods back 
and forth. When they “tie 
into” the object being 
sought, the rods stop.

But there is one small 
hitch. The clothes one finds 
in Ms. Baker’s Faded Rose 
are slightly used and might 
be a little dated in design — 
by maybe 40 or 50 years. 
What Faded Rose has to 
offer is a collection of 
original fashions that faded 
from the American scene 
along with bathtub gin and 
the Great Depression. Faded 
perhaps, but not disap­ 
peared. 
F i n e l y 
h a n d c r a f t e d 
clothes, 
however 
old, 
provide “ w earable alter­ 
natives to everyday fashion 
despite their age,” Ms. 
Baker says. 
“I spent the first year of 
business 
explaining 
to 
people that what I was 
selling was antique clothes 
— not just old clothes and 
certainly not costumes — 
and that a 1920s flapper 
dress or a slinky night gown 
from the 1930s might just 
deserve as much a place in 
their wardrobe as that 
evening dress they bought 
last week from Neiman- 
Marcus.” 
Ms. Baker defines antique 
clothes as any clothing made 
prior to the 1940s.

Yesterday’s Fashions Featured 


“I have some articles from 
the 1840s which are in 
amazingly good condition 
and wearable. But that isn’t 
all that surprising con­ 
sidering the quality of the 
materials used, the work- 
menship and the fact they 
were stored very lovingly.” 
“These clothes are not 
oddities,” she said. 
Apparently quite a few 
people agree with her. Three 
years ago she began with a 
$1,500 investm ent, three 
racks of dresses and a faint 
hope that enough Texas 
customers would share her 
enthusiasm 
for 
antique 
clothes that she wouldn’t 
starve. 
“Well, we’re not hungry so 
I guess you can say the 
venture was pretty suc­ 
cessful,” she said. “Frankly, 
we sell clothes almost as fast 
as I can find them. I can 
manage only two days of 
each week in the shop. The 
rest of the time I have to be 
out searching for more 
clothes.” 
Ms. Baker admits Faded 
Rose isn’t an original idea. 
“ Antique clothes shops 
have been highly successful 
in Paris, London, New York 
City and San Francisco for a 
number of years,” she said. 
“But it was a challenge 
and chancey thing to open an 
antique clothing shop in 
Dallas. Ifs a very con­ 
servative town in its dress. 
And even though it is a 
major fashion center, it is a 
very conservative fashion 
center.” 
The return to the clothes of 
the past fits some current 
trends. First there’s the 
current national obsession 
with nostalgia and the 
wistful 
yearning 
for 
anything tied to our past. 
Secondly the antique clothes 
are inexpensive. 
“We try to keep the prices 
within reason,” Ms. Baker 
said. “I think our most ex­ 
pensive dress is about $75 
and was owned by one of 
New York’s first strippers. 
It’s really something else. 
But most of our clothes are 
in the $20 to $30 range.” 
Ms. Baker says it’s a good 
buy.

“These clothes were made 
with fabrics that we don’t 
have now and probably 
never will have again simply 
because they are now too 
expensive to produce. I’m 
talking about the silks, the 
velvets and the like,” she 
said. 
“And the handiwork. So 
many of the dresses were 
done by hand since the 
producers could hire labor so 
cheaply. Many of the flapper 
dresses 
were 
made 
in 
France because they do the 
fine bead work by hand and 
almost at zero cost. 
“ Machines can’t copy this 
and there is no way now that 
most people can afford 
handcrafted dresses,” she 
said. 
Ms. Baker said antique 
clothes provide many people 
a final chance to wear the 
fabrics their mothers and 
grandmothers wore. 
“That is our number one 
selling point,” she said. 
“You can definitely tell the 
difference between polyester 
and pure silk when it is 
against your body. And the 
way silk and velvet hangs 
and flows, it spoils you 
completely. 
“You never will want to go 


back to today’s clothes once 
you begin wearing the older 
fabrics.” 
About 80 per cent of Ms. 
Baker’s clientele are in their 
20s and early 30s. 
“But I do have a lot of 
older ladies who just like to 
come in and try on the 
clothes. 
They 
like 
to 
remember how they looked 
back in those days and of 
course a lot of them buy 
clothes — but mostly for 
nostalgic purposes only.” 
Although 
the 
largest 
portion of the antique clothes 
are for women — “men’s 
clothes are difficult to find 
since they usually wear 
them until they are worn out 
and then throw them away” 
— there are a few racks of 
suits and pants from the 
1920s and 1930s along with a 
campy 
collection 
of 
Hawaiian 
shirts, 
military 
garb and bowling shirts. A 
lucky collector also can 
usually find some woolen 
flannel baseball uniforms. 
“ We 
have 
a 
varied 
clientele,” Ms. Baker said. 
“Everything from Highland 
Park housewives to Oaklawn 
drag queens.” 
About 40 per cent of Ms. 
Baker’s stock comes from 


dealers and collectors and 
the rest from little old ladies 
with cedar chests. 
“And they are the hardest 
bargainers,’’ Ms. Baker 
said. “These ladies are the 
ones who bought the clothes 
originally and they know 
their worth. They are not 
going to just give them 
away.” 
But the little old ladies are 
fewer and farther between 
these days and the collectors 
themselves are not wanting 
to 
part 
with 
their 
acquisitions. 
“Year by year I am fin­ 
ding fewer articles and 
higher prices,” Ms. Baker 
said. “Unless you really like 
collecting antique clothes, 
you can quickly 
become 
discouraged. It’s not like 
other clothing businesses 
where you can pick up the 
telephone and say, ‘Send me 
another dozen in blue and a 
size 9.’” 
That frustration and the 
dwindling numbers antique 
clothes has driven many 
other dealers out of the 
business, Ms. Baker said. 
“But I enjoy this business 
so much that I will stay in it 
as long as I am able to make 
a living from it.” she said. 


“And then I will probably 
keep on even when I can’t 
make a living in it. 
“I feel like I’m giving 
these clothes a 
second 
chance, as if it were not for 
me they would sit in the 
trunks or rot and fall away 
from 
the 
hangers 
in 
somebody’s attic. That's not 
how they should end."

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Church Attendance Rising 
Gallup Poll Shows Movement Widespread

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The Iowa Conference of the 
United Church of Christ had 
a net gain of seven members 
in 1975. 
While those seven may not 
seem to represent a giant 
increase, 
denominational 
officials think they may be 
significant, signaling the end 
of a decade-long decline in 
church members that was 
running at 900 persons a 
year. 
“ Like 
other 
mainline 
denom inations,” said the 
Rev. Scott Libbey, “we’ve 
seen the decline in mem­ 
bership, in part linked to 
identification of the church 
with civil rights and other 
social issues.” 
Libbey, executive head of 
the Iowa conference, said it 
was still too early to tell if 
that dramatic turn around is 
real or an aberration. 
“ We believe that the 
circumstances of the mid 
and late 1970s are such that 
there may be a readiness — 
a hungering — to hear the 
story of faith. 
“Churches were heard, by 
the general public, in the late 
60s and early 70s to be voices 
that were raised in favor of 
m inorities, 
calling 
for 
justice 
in 
employment, 
education and housing,” he 
said. “The churches’ voice 
was heard as a highly 
disturbing contradiction to 
what a lot of the populace 
would like to believe were 
goals and style of life in this 
country.” 
Both 
Vietnam 
and 
Watergate, he said, came as 
strong shocks to the people 
of Iowa. 
“Perhaps we as a people 
are coming to recognize the 
am biguity 
and 
con­ 
tradictions of life in a fresh 
way — and to see that each 
of us, and corporately, we 
are in need of some changed 
values and ways of living,” 
he said. 
Libbey is not the only 
church 
official 
who 
is 
beginning to feel a change in 
church life. 
O t h e r 
m a i n l i n e 
denominations also have 
reported a leveling off of the 
decline in membership and, 
in some instances, an in­ 
crease in membership, and 
evangelism — outreach 
aimed at church growth — is 
being given new attention 
and a higher priority by 
many churches. 
The United 
Methodist 
Church, the nation’s second 
l a r g e s t 
P r o t e s t a n t 
denomination and one of 
those hardest hit by the 
membership decline of the 
1960s and early 70s, has 
reported that 13 of its annual 
conferences 
reported 
a 
membership gain last year 
and that its overall drop was 
less than one per cent. 
The rise of membership 
did 
not 
only 
affect 
Protestants. The Union of 
A m e r i c a n 
H e b r e w 
C o n g r e g a t i o n s , 
t h e 
organization of the Reform 
Jewish 
movement 
in 


America, believes it is ex­ 
periencing a three to five per 
cent membership increase. 
Rabbi 
Alexander 
M. 
Schindler, president of the 
UHAC, called the growth 
“remarkable.” 
“We have not in any way 
reduced our participation in 
social-action 
program s, 
including 
civil 
rights, 
am elioration 
of 
world 
hunger, improvement of the 
inner 
cities, 
and 
the 
strengthening 
of 
inter­ 
religious cooperation,” he 
said. 
Some 
observers 
even 
believe the nation may be in 
a new period of spiritual 
renewal. 
Pollster George Gallup be­ 
lieves 1976 “could mark the 
beginning of a new religious 
revival in America....” 
In a widely distributed poll 
in early January, Gallup 
noted an upturn in church 
attendance for the first time 
in two decades, a tripling of 
the number of Americans 
who believe religion is in­ 
creasing its influence and a 
“ surprising” number of 
Americans interested in 
“the inner or spiritual life.” 
This return to a more 
conventional and traditional 
religiosity is also having an 
impact on denominations’ 
external work — world 
missions — which suffered 
during much of the 1960s 
from reductions in giving to 
national bodies and because 
some 
foreign 
churches 
called for a “moratorium” 
on 
white, 
western 
missionaries. 
“Protestant missions from 
North America are alive and 
well and doing business all 
over the world,” according 
to officials from World 
Vision International. 
According to World Vision, 
which produces the Mission 
Handbook every year, there 
are some 37,000 U.S. and 
Canadian missionaries in the 
field and “mission giving in 
the 
United 
States 
and 
Canada is up from $393 
million in 1972 to $656 million 
in 1975.” 


“And while giving to all 
forms of church work in the 
United States and Canada 
has not kept pace with in­ 
flation, giving for missions 
outstripped inflation by 29 
per cent,” the World Vision 
officials said. 
Again, the United Church 
of Christ serves as an 
example that such trends 
are not only affecting the 
conservative, 
evangelical 
denominations 
but 
the 
mainline, liberal churches 
as well. 
At its January meeting, 
the UCC’s Board for World 
Ministries announced that it 
was reversing a 15-year-old 
trend and will seek at least 
27 new missionaries to send 
overseas this year. The UCC 
overseas mission force had 
declined from 550 in 1960 to 
165 in 1977.

monolithic, and as it moves 
more into the mainstream 
and is increasingly under 
scrutiny, it will find itself in 
the midst of much of the 
same turmoil as the more 
liberal denominations. 


Some of the early skir­ 
mishes have already taken 
place, most notably the 
schism in the Lutheran 
Church-Missouri Synod, and 
the first battlelines have 
been drawn around the issue 
of the inerrancy of the Bible 
as a test of evangelical or­ 
thodoxy. 


Harold Lindsell, editor of 
the influential evangelical 
fortnightly, 
“Christianity 
Today,” has engaged the 
issue with his “The Battle 
for the Bible,” a scathing 
attack on alleged liberal 
views among evangelicals 
which would admit that the 
Bible is not infallible on 
some matters of geography 
or science. 


Lindsell’s 
book 
has 
already generated a great 
deal 
of 
debate 
among 
evangelicals and will con­ 
tinue to do so. 
Ferment, however, is not 
limited to evangelicals, nor 
even Protestants. 
“The revolution started by 


the Second Vatican Council 
(in Roman Catholicism) is 
still going on,” said one 
Catholic priest. 
For many Catholics in the 
United States, the revolution 
is now focused on the historic 
“Call to Action” conference 
last fall in Detroit and the 
recommendations made by 
the 1.300 delegates urging 
major changes in the life of 
the church as well as in­ 
creased focus on social 
justice issues. 
The most dramatic of the 
issues confronting Catholics 
is the issue of the ordination 
of women. 
Although Pope Paul VI 
recently 
authorized 
a 
statem ent reiterating the 
church’s ban on women 
priests, “it really opened the 
issue rather than closed it,” 
said a pro-ordination sup­ 
porter. 
Whether the ferment in the 
churches reflects a new 
spiritual revival is un­ 
certain. 
But 
church and 
synagogue officials across 
the board believe that moral 
and spiritual dimensions are 
playing a greater role in 
people’s lives as they con­ 
front 
an 
increasingly 
t e c h n o l o g i z e d 
a n d 
secularized society.

Edson 
addressed the legislative 
conference of the National 
Assn.

Washington, D C. 
He explained how the 
transition was handled and 
offered his opinions on broad 
housing concepts of the 


Carter administration. 
The first job of the tran­ 
sition team, he said, was to 
ascertain the status of HUD, 
looking specifically for crisis 
issues that could “boil over” 
when the new administration 
took office. 
The team found none, he 
said. He added that in the 
process of gathering in­ 
formation about HUD, he got 
to know and admire former 
HUD Secretary Carla Hills. 
The team also prepared 
briefing papers on HUD, 
later briefing both President 
C arter 
and 
new 
HUD 
Secretary Patricia Roberts 
Harris. He said he found the 


President well informed and 
the new secretary “ not 
without 
background 
in 
housing. 
“She is respected in this 
town and dedicated to her 
job.” 
Edson emphasized that the 
transition team did not at­ 
tempt to run HUD before the 
new Adm inistration took 
office and did not recom­ 
mend personnel for ap­ 
pointment to the depart­ 
ment. 'He explained that 
although the team did have 
some input in this area, the 
responsibility for recom­ 
mending appointments was 
that of the Talent Inventory 


Program. 
Edson said that he expects 
the Carter Administration 
will have an urban orien­ 
tation in regard to housing.
